58. The adhesive tape according to claim 57, wherein the non-adhesive manually 
engageable tab portion protrudes beyond the hodk or loop fasteners. 

59. The adhesive tape according to/claim 55, wherein the adhesive tape is stretchable 
due to the presence of the first backing layer J 

60. The adhesive tape according/ to claim 55, wherei n said hook or loop fasteners are 
fastened to a plurality of mating hook or lopp fastex^r^T^d^nating JiookW loop fasteners 
adhered to one side of a second stretchablej^^cking layer having first and second major surfaces, 
said second backing layer including ^second adhesive surface over at least a portion of said first 
major surface for bonding to a slorface of an object, wherein said second backing layer and said 
second adhesive surface ar£i stretchablef together to effect progressive debonding by the 
application of a force to /said second sp*etchabl^4^cking layer.
